Declassified memo warned 
of al Qaeda planning in U.S. 

CRAWFORD, TEXAS I For two years, national 
security adviser Condoleezza Rice left the 
impression that President Bush’s pre-Sept. 11 
terrorism briefing focused on historical infor- 
mation dating to 1998 and that any current 
threats mostly involved overseas targets. 

Yet the release, under public pressure, of 
the president’s briefing memo from Aug. 6, 
2001, showed that Bush had received intel- 
ligence reporting as recent as May 2001 and 
that most of the current information focused 
on possible domestic plots. 

Bush insisted Sunday he 
was satisfied that federal 
agents were on top of the 
threat when he read that 
memo, which detailed 
Osama bin Laden’s inten- 
tions on U.S. soil. 

“I was satisfied that 
some of the matters were being looked 
into,” and had any specific intelligence 
pointed to threats of attacks on New York 
and Washington, “I would have moved moun- 
tains” to prevent it, Bush said. 

The memo’s existence was disclosed at a 
news conference in May 2002. The “over- 
whelming bulk of the evidence” before Sept. 
11, Rice said at the time, was that any terrorist 
attack “was likely to take place overseas.” 

But the memo specifically told Bush that 
al Qaeda had reached American shores, had 
a support system in place and was engaging 
in “patterns of suspicious activity . . . consistent 
with preparations for hijackings or other types

Dying Child Leaves Legacy for Friends 


FORT HOOD, TEXAS I President Bush 
said on Easter Sunday he was pray- 
ing for American casualties to ebb 
in Iraq, but he braced the public 
for more in a U.S.-led fight that he 
described as “right for the security 
of our country.” 

“It was a tough week last week,” 
Bush said, speaking at an Army 
base that lost at least nine soldiers 
in recent days. Some 59 U.S. soldiers 
were killed in action in Iraq last week 
in addition to nearly 900 Iraqis. 


Asked whether he expected 
the violence to abate soon, Bush 
said: “It’s hard to tell. I know this, 
that we’re plenty tough, and we’ll 
remain tough.” 

“Obviously, every day I pray there 
is less casualty, but I know what we 
are doing in Iraq is right” Bush said. 
“It’s right for long-term peace. It’s 
right for the security of our country.” 

The president said he will send 
more troops to Iraq if necessary.

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Drought Leaves West Parched 


Little rain, low water 
levels spark worries of 
a harsh wildfire season 

R E N 0 , N E V. I From the brittle hillsides 
of Southern California to the drying 
fields of Idaho, from Montana to 
New Mexico, a relentless drought is 
worsening across most of the West, 
water supplies are dwindling and 
the threat of wildfires is rising. 

Arizona is facing its worst 
drought on record. Two enormous 


reservoirs on the Colorado River 
are only half full. Some farmers in 
southern Idaho might not get any 
irrigation water this summer, and 
irrigators in western Nevada are 
threatening war with a country 
club that wants green grass for a 
national golf tournament. 

The mountain snowpack, a cru- 
cial reservoir that in a good year 
holds water until it’s needed, was 
half or less of the normal March 
level in many areas. 

Most of southern Idaho and parts 


of southwest Montana are in “excep- 
tional drought,” the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture said. That’s a step 
worse than “extreme drought,” 
which the USDA said best describes 
other parts of Montana, Utah, 
Wyoming, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Nevada, Oregon and Colorado. 

With dry trees raising the risk 
of wildfires, it’s not just farmers 
who will be hurting. Already this 
year, 10,000 acres have burned in 
Arizona, along with 8,500 acres in

Already Soaring 
Gas Prices Rise 
Another 2.5 Cents 

CAMARILLO, CALIF. I Gas prices 
climbed another 234 cents in the 
past two weeks as high crude oil 
prices and tight capacity contrib- 
uted to record prices at the pump, 
a national survey said Sunday. 

The nationwide average in the 
past two weeks that ended Friday 
was $1.82 for all grades, said Trilby 
Lundberg of the Lundberg survey, 
which regularly polls 8,000 stations 
across the United States. 

Gasoline prices are up 31.5 cents 
per gallon nationwide since late 
December, Lundberg said. 

The national weighted average 
price of gasoline, including taxes, at 
self-serve pumps Friday was about 
$1.79 for regular, $1.89 for midgrade 
and $1.98 for premium. 

Demand is not expected to slow 
over the next few weeks as the sum- 
mer travel season nears. Crude oil 
prices remain around $37 per barrel, 
and refineries temporarily shut down 
their plants for maintenance, (ap)

Official: 600 
Iraqis Dead 
In Fallujah 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I More than 600 
Iraqis have been killed in fighting 
in Fallujah since Marines began 
a siege against Sunni insurgents 
there a week ago, the head of the 
city’s hospital said Sunday. 

Statistics and names of the dead 
were gathered from four main 
clinics and from Fallujah General 
Hospital, said the hospital’s direc- 
tor, Rafie al-Issawi. 

The dead were mostly women, 
children and elderly, he said. Bodies 
were being buried in two soccer 
fields, one of which was visited by 
an Associated Press reporter. Row 
after row of graves filled the field. 

“What I think you will find is 
95 percent of those were military- 
age males that were killed in the 
fighting,” responded Marine Lt. Col. 
Brennan Byrne, (ap) 


FALLUJAH, IRAQ I A fragile cease- 
fire held between Sunni insurgents 
and U.S. Marines in the besieged 
city of Fallujah on Sunday. 

The most serious break in the 
peace came when a sniper opened 
fire on a U.S. patrol, wounding 
two Marines, commanders said. 
At least one insurgent was killed 
in the ensuing gunbattle. 

But Fallujah was still the quietest 
it has been since the U.S. offensive 
began. During the lull, Marines dis- 
tributed food to residents, who bur- 
ied their dead in two soccer fields. 

Elsewhere, members of the Iraqi 
Governing Council held discussions 
with followers of radical Shiite cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr, whose militia rose 
up this week against coalition troops 
and largely controls the southern cit- 
ies of Karbala, Kufa and Najaf. 

The south was relatively calm, as 
Shiite pilgrims marked al-Arbaeen, 
one of the holiest days of their reli- 


gious calendar, in Karbala. 

U.S. commanders have said they 
would delay action against al-Sadr 
until after the ceremonies, which 
ended Sunday. But U.S. officials for 
the first time suggested they were 
open to a nonmilitary solution. 


“We don’t see it as a necessary 
requirement that any military action 
has to occur in Najaf,” Brig. Gen. 
Mark Kimmitt said, (ap)

Negotiators try to win 
release of 3 civilians 
held hostage in Iraq 

TOKYO I Japan waited anxiously 
on Monday for the release of three 
Japanese civilians taken hostage in 
Iraq as the government struggled 
to determine whether the gun- 
men holding them planned to set 
them free. 

Japanese officials in Jordan said 
they were talking with unidentified 
people in Iraq to gain the hostag- 
es’ release. A negotiator told the 
Japanese government the three 
civilians were unharmed and held 
near Fallujah, Kyodo News report- 
ed, citing unidentified sources. 

Gunmen abducted Japanese aid 
workers Nahoko Takato and Naoki 
Imai and photojournalist Soichiro 
Koriyama last week, then sent video 
footage of masked men threatening 
the trio with guns and knives to the 
Arabic news channel Al- Jazeera. 

The hostage -takers also sent a 
statement to Al- Jazeera Thursday 
saying Tokyo had three days to with- 
draw its soldiers from Iraq or they 
would burn the three to death. 


Amid reports of intervention by 
Islamic clerics, however, Japanese 
authorities in Tokyo said Sunday 
they had received information the 
group would be freed. 

Vice President Dick Cheney, who 
arrived in Tokyo Saturday for pre- 
viously scheduled talks with Prime 
Minister Junichiro Koizumi, was 
monitoring the situation, his spokes- 


man said. The vice president was 
due to meet Koizumi Monday and 
urge him to stand firm in his com- 
mitment to Iraqi reconstruction. 

About 1,000 people gathered 
outside the prime minister’s res- 
idence in Tokyo for a third day, 
demanding that Japanese troops 
be pulled out to ensure the hos- 
tages’ release.

Thousands in Hong Kong 
Protest Beijing Measure 


People take to streets 
after mainland says it 
must OK all reforms 

HONG KONG I Thousands of Hong 
Kong residents demanded full 
democracy and called on their 
unpopular leader to quit as they 
marched Sunday past Beijing’s rep- 
resentative office in Hong Kong. 

Hong Kongers are clamoring for 
the right to elect their chief execu- 
tive and lawmakers, and many were 
upset last week when China’s most 
powerful legislative committee said 
any political reforms here must be 
approved in advance by Beijing. 

Ordinary voters choose some 
lawmakers and will directly elect 
30 of the 60 seats in the Legislative 
Council in September, up from 24 
last time. The rest are picked by spe- 


cial interest groups that tend to side 
with Beijing and big business. 

When Hong Kong was returned 
to China from the British in 1997, 
it was guaranteed a great deal of 
autonomy for at least 50 years. 

Critics say Beijing’s 
ruling reneged on 
that promise. 

Waving inflat- 
able dolls of Hong 
Kong Chief Execu- 
tive Tung Chee-hwa, 
the crowd chanted 
“step down.” Tung was selected by 
an 800 -member committee loyal to 
Beijing and is viewed by many here 
as the mainland’s puppet. 

Rally organizer Jackie Hung 
said more than 20,000 people had 
turned out to protest last Tuesday’s 
ruling. Police said only 10,000 peo-

Hope Dims for 
5 Russian Miners 

OSINNIKI, RUSSIA I The coal-black- 
ened faces of exhausted rescuers 
and the red-rimmed eyes of anx- 
ious relatives told a grim story of 
disappearing hope Sunday, a day 
after a methane blast tore through a 
Siberian mine, killing 42 miners. 

Five miners were still miss- 
ing. “Most likely, they will all be 
corpses,” a rescue official said. 

The blast hit 1,840 feet down in 
western Siberia’s Taizhina mine, (ap)

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Afghan Gala 
‘Crashed’ by 
Spy Planes 

GARDEZ, AFGHANISTAN I Two Amer- 
ican spy planes crashed a block away 
from a refurbished courthouse 
being inaugurated by American 
and Afghan officials in this east- 
ern city Sunday, but the ceremony 
continued without interruption. 

One of the unmanned drones, 
which had been circling above the 
ceremony, plunged behind the gov- 
ernor’s residence during the U.S. 
ambassador’s speech. The second 
came down a few minutes later. 

“One minute they were buzz- 
ing around like bees, the next they 
crashed,” an Afghan army spokes- 
man said after U.S. and Afghan sol- 
diers scrambled to retrieve what was 
left of the white drones.

Authority shows first 
steady increase in 
ridership since 9/11 

WASHINGTON! Metr orail ridership 
is growing at a steady, predictable 
pace for the first time since before 
the Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks, 
Metro officials said last week. 

“Right after 9/11 a lot of the 
tourist market in Washington, 
D.C., just dried up,” said Rick 
Harcum, manager of financial 
analysis and budgeting in Metro’s 
Office of Financial Management. 
“Washington has become a tourist 
attraction again.” 

The number of rush hour riders 
has continued to grow despite the 
2001 attacks, anthrax fears and the 
war in Iraq, Harcum said. 

But sustained growth at dis- 


cretionary travel times — such 
as lunchtime and evenings — 
“seems to be an indication that 
we’ve gotten back to where we 
used to be.” 

For February — the most recent 
month for which statistics were 
available — the number of midday 
trips on the rail grew by almost 
5 percent compared to a year ago; 
evening trips were up 3 percent, 
Metro said. 

Officials did note, however, that 


the month had at least one major 
advantage over last February: 
warmer weather. 

From the start of the fiscal year 
on July 1 through February, the 
number of trips on rail increased 
by nearly 2 percent over the same 
period last year, to more than 121 
million; bus trips decreased 0.5 
percent to more than 96 million; 
and trips on MetroAccess jumped 
16 percent, to more than 713,000.

Md. Assembly Set to Approve Budget 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. I An array of poten- 
tially contentious issues faces law- 
makers on the final day of the 2004 
General Assembly session Monday, 
but legislative leaders said they are 
confident the session would end by 
the midnight adjournment dead- 
line. 

The biggest issue remaining is the 
$23.6 billion state budget, the one bill 
that lawmakers have a constitutional 
duty to pass before they adjourn. 


A team of House and Senate 
negotiators signed off on a budget 
proposal Saturday night, and it is 
expected to win easy approval in 
both houses on Monday. Negotiators 
also approved a second bill during 
talks that extended almost until 
midnight that included some minor 
tax and fee increases necessary to 
balance the budget for the fiscal 
year that begins July 1.

The DNA testing is being con- 
ducted as police search for a rapist 
who has sexually assaulted at least six 
women. Charlottesville Police Chief 
Timothy J. Longo estimated that the 
same man could be responsible for up 
to 12 more sexual assaults. Longo will 
discuss the testing Monday night at 
a forum at the University ofVirginia

Monkey Is Off Phil’s Back 


Mickelson wins first major on 18th hole of Masters 


GOLF I Phil Mickelson’s agonizing 
pursuit of a major ended Sunday at 
the Masters when he made an 18- 
foot birdie putt on the final hole, a 
spectacular conclusion to a back- 
nine duel with Ernie Els. 

Gone is that ugly streak of 
being 0 -for- 42 in golf’s biggest 
events. Gone are questions about 
Mickelson’s game and whether it 
could stand up to the scrutiny of a 
major championship. 

He delivered a command per- 
formance to the very end, with two 
birdies on the final three holes for 
a 3 -under 69 that gave him a -9 for 
the tournament and a one -stroke 


victory over Els. 

The putt curled into the back of 
the hole, setting off an enormous 
cheer. Mickelson jumped and thrust 
his fists, then kissed his ball when 
he plucked it from the cup. 

Until Sunday, he was known as 
the best player to have never won a 
major. Now, he’s simply one of the 
best in the game. 

His awesome skills were on 
full display along the back nine at 
Augusta National, and they had to 
be. Els was flawless, making two 


eagles in his round of 67 that looked 
as though it would be enough to get 
the green jacket he covets. 

Tiger Woods was long gone 
before the fireworks started. He 
made a double bogey on the 13th 
hole and shot 71, leaving him 11 
shots out of the lead in a tie for 
22nd, his worst finish ever at the 
Masters. He now has gone seven 
majors without winning, and he has 
played his last five over par. 

Mickelson became only the 
fourth player to win the Masters 
on a birdie putt at No. 18.

Seattle’s Sub Pop label looks to the world 


BRANCHING OUT I Sub Pop’s new 
brand of rock is on a roll. 

The Seattle -based label — home 
to such seminal Northwest grun- 
ge acts as Nirvana, Soundgarden, 
Mudhoney and Green River in the 
late ’80s and early ’90s — is enjoy- 
ing a commercial resurgence. 

Jonathan Poneman, who co- 
founded Sub Pop in 1979 with for- 
mer partner Bruce Pavitt, said of 
the label’s renaissance, “I’m pleas- 
antly confounded, but confounded 
all the same. I still haven’t quite fig- 
ured out why some things hit and 
why other things don’t.” 

Sub Pop acts have racked up 
significant sales during the past 
18 months, and the bands making 
the splash have mainly not been 


products of Seattle. 

“Make Up the Breakdown,” the 
2002 debut by Canadian rock unit 
Hot Hot Heat, has sold 224,000 
copies to date. “Give Up,” the 
early-2003 release by electro-pop 
duo The Postal Service, has moved 

211.000 copies. And “Chutes Too 
Narrow,” the sophomore album by 
Albuquerque’s The Shins, has sold 

144.000 units. 

Jimmy Tamborello, a Los 
Angeles-based musician who is 
partnered in The Postal Service 
with Benjamin Gibbard of Seattle’s 
Death Cab for Cutie, said that Sub 
Pop’s business model is “the best 
way for a label to work — to really 
know what you’re doing, to have the 
business part of it, and know how

to promote a record, but to not be 
ruled by that stuff, and really be 
going on the music you love.” 

Sub Pop’s releases have long 
enjoyed exposure at modern-rock 
radio stations. But Poneman and 
Sub Pop general manager Megan 
Jasper also noted that the develop- 
ing adult modern-rock format at 
stations like KDLE (Indie 103.1) 
Los Angeles — which is spinning 
tracks by both old-school Sub Pop 
act Nirvana and the newly minted 
Shins — is bringing new exposure 
to Sub Pop’s current acts. 

Though Sub Pop has con- 
tinued to range well beyond its 
regional roots from the early ’90s 
through today, Poneman main- 
tained, “We are a regionally based 
label, but our region is the planet.”

Man With a Plan 


B 0 0 KS I When the planned commu- 
nity of Columbia, Md., first opened 
in the late 1960s, the national press 
was so effusive in its praise for the 
“new town” concept and its innova- 
tive master builder, James Rouse, 
that some colleagues threatened to 
picket his office with signs that read, 
“Beware of False Gods.” 

Joshua Olsen’s new biography, 
“Better Places, Better Lives: A 
Biography of James Rouse,” por- 
trays the late developer and busi- 
nessman as a study in contrasts: a 
self-effacing genius, an idealist who 
was a pragmatic businessman and 
a wheeler-dealer who tried to re- 
create the simple pleasures of his 
small-town heritage. 

Olsen says that what Rouse 
didn’t invent, he improved upon 
—the community shopping cen- 
ter, the enclosed mall, the subur- 
ban new town, the downtown fes- 
tival marketplace. 

As Olsen tells it, Rouse’s vision 
for urban America lay in his roots. 
Born in 1914, Rouse grew up in a 
middle -class family in Easton on

Maryland’s Eastern Shore, a close- 
knit town of tree-lined streets 
and frame houses. The biography 
describes how Rouse often found 
himself at the center of those fight- 
ing to revitalize the city and those 
fleeing to the suburbs. 


“Even though Rouse was known 
for his grand visions, his solutions 
were not always cognizant of the 
larger context,” Olsen wrote in the 
book. “In the 1950s, his malls pro- 
vided the first chance for commu- 
nity in the burgeoning suburbs, but 
at the same time sapped the vitality 
of the center city. 

The book describes how Rouse 
assembled a working group of social 
scientists and urban planners and 
instructed them to envision a com- 
munity that put “people first.” The 
result was Columbia, today a thriv- 
ing community of 96,000 residents 
and 3,500 businesses. 

The book also chronicles Rouse’s 
determination that Columbia be 
racially integrated — a daring 
concept in the ’60s when, as Olsen 
writes, “To many a white person’s 
way of thinking, half the point of the 
suburbs was racial exclusivity.” 

Yet, “the first child born in 
Columbia in 1967 was to an inter- 
racial couple, a couple that was sur- 
prised that an agent even showed 
them a home.” wiley hall (ap)

Here’s Your Hat, What’s Your Hurry? 


NO QUARTER I The voice mail mes- 
sage is succinct: “You’ve reached 
what used to be the ‘Century City’ 
production office. We are closed.” 

That’s the epitaph a canceled 
series gets, one also due Fox’s fanci- 
ful drama “Wonderfalls.” Like CBS’s 
“Century City,” “Wonderfalls” aired 
only a handful of times before it was 
axed last week. 

Todd Holland, a creator and 


executive producer of “Wonderfalls,” 
said this reflects a sea change in 
entertainment in general — and 
not for the better. 

Studios write off movies that 
don’t “open big,” just as networks 
hastily dump shows that don’t make 
an immediate and serious dent in 
the Nielsen ratings, Holland said. 

A comic drama about a discon- 
tented young woman (Caroline 


Dhavernas) who starts hearing 
directives from tacky animal fig- 
urines, “Wonderfalls” obvious- 
ly wasn’t a cookie -cutter entry. 
The series needed the right time 
slot and some breathing room to 
establish itself. 

Instead, it was stranded at 9 p.m. 
Friday, then moved to Thursday — 
against NBC’s powerhouse “The 
Apprentice.” 


Patience is not a virtue these 
days, particularly when networks 
can get easy, immediate ratings 
gratification from reality shows. 

The rapid turnover in scripted 
series makes their failure a self-ful- 
filling prophecy, Holland suggested. 
Network reluctance to give shows 
time to grow makes viewers skittish 
about committing to shows that are 
unlikely to last, lynn elber (ap)

PAYCHECKS I When Nat Kucsma 
received a job offer in February for 
a research position with a market- 
ing-services firm in Princeton, N. J., 
he didn’t negotiate for higher pay 
or better benefits. He didn’t want 
to push it. 

“I was much more comfortable 
negotiating when the economy was 
better,” said Kucsma. 

His reluctance was under- 
standable. But it may have been 
misplaced. 

According to hiring and com- 
pensation experts, if you’re being 
hired for an entry-level position, you 
don’t have a lot of room to maneu- 
ver these days. But in midlevel and 
executive hiring, the economic envi- 
ronment often has little impact on 
a candidate’s leverage. 

Although employers might 
receive an avalanche of applicants 
for an opening, they’re usually 
looking for very specific experi- 
ence, and if you’re the candidate 
whose skills match their needs, 


you have power. 

Lee Miller, a New York-based 
corporate trainer and executive 
coach who specializes in teaching 
negotiation skills, said that if you 
make it through a company’s inter- 
view process and persuade every- 
one there that you’re the person they 
need, they probably won’t dismiss 
reasonable counteroffers. 

“The key is to be sure that you’re 
the candidate that they have select- 
ed and want before you really start 
negotiating,” he said. 

In the early stage of negotiating 
compensation, the important thing 
isn’t what you say, but what you don’t 
say: You absolutely do not want to 
discuss money unless an offer is on 
the table. If an employer presses you 
to talk about what you now make 
or want to make, “be vague about 


it, and don’t lock yourself in or you 
won’t be able to negotiate at all in the 
end,” said Miller. He suggested avoid- 
ing specifics by talking about total 
compensation or how your current 
pay package is structured regard- 
ing commissions, bonuses, long-term 
incentives or other items. 

And what about those help- 
wanted ads that say applicants 
who don’t provide salary informa- 
tion won’t be considered? Miller 
suggested that candidates respond 
with “Will discuss in person,” or a 
similar nonspecific answer. 

“As you get more senior and bring 
a lot more to the table, many com- 
panies will ignore it if you’re a good 
applicant,” he said. “Any employer 
who doesn’t consider you because 
you won’t send your salary informa- 
tion to someone you don’t know is 
really a very shortsighted employer.”

Suspended U.S. Park Police Chief 
TERESA CHAMBERS was online Friday 
to discuss attempts to regain her job 
following a Dec. 2 Washington Post 
article quoting her concernsabout 
staffing and money forthe police force. 


Has someone been handling your 
duties during your suspension? 

The U.S. Park Police currently 
has its second acting chief of police 
in place. (The first one retired.) The 
organization is in competent hands. 
Nonetheless, it’s not a healthy situ- 
ation for any organization to have 
long-term acting leadership posi- 
tions. I’ve worked in similar situa- 
tions in the past. While the day-to- 
day business is handled efficiently, 
it’s difficult to move any organiza- 
tion forward in circumstances such 
as these. 

You had to know there was trou- 
ble ahead for you by going public 
with your information. Why didn’t 
you discuss the issue within your 
department instead of to the press? 

It’s important to remember that 
the Fraternal Order of Police USPP 
(U.S. Park Police) Labor Committee 
went to the media with their con- 
cerns about budget and staffing. I 
merely responded with candor and 
honesty to questions about which 
the reporters already had informa- 
tion and which was already in the 
public domain. 

Why would you want your posi- 
tion back if your bosses don’t want 
you back? I’m wondering why you 
wouldn’t just take a settlement if 
one were offered. 

This issue is larger than me 
— it is not about personalities; it 
is about getting the job done. It is 
also about my ethics and integri- 
ty, which are not for sale, i.e., in a 
“settlement.”
